Her insurance 
value was IflOO.OOO. 

Rochester, N. Y., Oct. 28.— By tin 
sinking of the schooner St. Peter iii Lake 
Ontario off Sodus Point, reported yester- 
day, six lives were lost, including Mrs. 
John Griffin, wife of the captain, nlso tin 
mate, John MeOrato, of Kingston, a sea 
man named Bosworth, aged 23 years, 
and three Swedes, who shipped at Os- 
wego a few days ago, and whose names 
were unknown. 

Captain Griffin, the only survivor, is 
now at Charlotte, where lie told the 
story of the disaster.

Conservatives rejoiced with Liberals 
at the great increase in the trade of 
Canada. He only regretted that the 
Liberals when in opposition did not re 
joice at the times when prosperity sniil 
ed on the country. The present loya 
opposition would always rejoice in Can 
ada's prosperity.

The failure of the conference thus far 
to secure tangible results is attributed 
to the neglect of the Northern Pacific 
and Groat Northern roads to attend. 
They have promised to be represented at 
to-morrow's conference.

Carlinville, 111., Oct. 27— The coroner's 
jury, which has been in session four- 
teen days holding an inquest on the bod- 
ies of nine of the victims of the riot at 
Virdea, October 12, between miners and 
guards of the Chicago-Virden Coal Com- 
pany, rendered a verdict this evening. 

The verdict in each instance was that 
the deceased came to his death by gun- 
shot wound inflicted by weapons in the 
hands of parties unknown to the jury. 

No one wus censured and no recom- 
mendations were made to the grand 
jury.

Proceeding to Cairo to Despatch 
a Report But His Party Yet 
at FaBhoda.

Paris, Oct. 28. — When the court of eas 
sation resumed to-day M. Bard collud- 
ed his report of the Dreyfus case, the 
first part of which was presented yes- 
terday, when just before adjournment, 
after dealing with Col. IMcquart's 
charges that the minister of war and 
the general staff had tampered with docu- 
ments and had manufactured evidence in 
the Dreyfus case, he made a presentation 
of the contradictory statements of Col. 
rieQAiart and the minister of war rela- 
tive to secret documents said to have 
been communicated to the courtmartial. 

The Kensation of M. Bard's report yes- 
terday was caused by the shorthand notes 
of the examination of the late Lieut. - 
Col. Henry by M. Cavaignac, then min- 
' ister of war, after Henry's forgery had 
been discovered. These notes showed 
that the confession of forgery was ob- 
tained only with the utmost difficulty, 
Henry stoutly denying and then prevari- 
cating to the effect that he only added 
one phrase to a genuine letter, and then 
when driven to the lust corner protesting 
that he only acted for the country's 
good. The drift of M. Bard's conclusion 
was that Count Esterhazy was the real 
culprit but that his condemnation would 
have meant the ruin of the intelligence 
department. 

From the drift of the facts as present- 
ed the belief was general last night that 
the court of cassation would pronounce 
neither for revision nor for annulment 
of the decision in the Dreyfus case, as 
cither would entail awkward circum- 
stances. To avoid this, it was expected 
the court would decide that as the af- 
fair now presents itself, there has been 
no treason, and that therefore the con- 
demnation pronounced upon Captain 
Dreyfus by the court martial cannot be 
upheld. 

It looked as though an attempt was 
being made to stifle the real truth by 
liberating Dreyfus without a new trial. 
To-day's sitting of the court was there- 
fore awaited with great interest, though 
the court was less crowded than yester- 
day and there was no excitement out- 
side the Palace of Justice. Oidy a few 
people assembled about the building and 
the streets in the neighborhood presented 
their every-day appearance". 

In resuming this morning M. Bard 
, held that the court should make every 
investigation necessary to place the 
whole truth in evidence. It was for the 
court to decide what should be done. 
The task was a delicate one, but that 
was no reason for avoiding it. Ho con- 
cluded with remarking: "You have a 
great duty to fulfill. Do what your con- 
science dictates. 

M. Monard, counsel for Mine. Drey- 
fus, urged that an investigation be or- 
dered concerning the deliverence of the 
testimony of the experts who examined 
the Bordereau in 1801 and in 1807, and 
also to ascertain whether secret docu- 
ments were communicated to the mem- 
bers of the court martial. 

The public prosecutor, M. Manu, ad- 
dressing the judges, said: "Nobody 
can now take the Dreyfus affair out of 
your hands. Nor can you relinquish it 
without dereliction of duty. Your de- 
cision must constitute for everybody the 
very expression of truth and justice. 
Revise the trial, then, gentlemen, or at 
least prepare the road for its revision." 
M. Manu then declared that the court 
could not nnnul the sentence imposed 
upon Dreyfus without a re-trial of the 
prisoner. Ho added: "You must fix 
thi responsibility. If Dreyfus is inno- 
cent, the culprit must not go unpun- 
ished." He proceeded to argue on the 
same lines as M, Bard, dwelling upon 
the fallibility of the writing experts. He 
also suggested that Major Esterhazy 
should testify on the subject of the 
Bordereau, saying: " He can admit, its 
authorship with immunity, since a court- 
martial has acquitted him of being the 
author of it. But what a service he has 
rendered to his country in confessing 
that ho is its author, and what a ser- 
vice he will render to unhappy Drey- 
X\\H ! " 

Sf. Manu concluded with denouncing 
"the villainous attacks on the partisans 
of revision," and made a pica that the 
court should not lie Influenced by outside 
pressure but that it decide in 'favor of 
a revision of the case and the immediate 
provisional liberation of Dreyfus. 

At this stage of the proceedings. M. 
Bard read a letter from General Gonz 
to the president of the court of cassa- 
tion, in which the General said: 

"I have just heard of a memorandum 
introduced in court yesterday in which 
Picquurt accused me of a dishonorable 
action. I have heard previously of this 
memorandum and I wish to deny most 
formally Picquort's allegations. I think 
my word is of greater value than that of 
a man imprisoned on the suspicion of 
forgery." 

The reading of the last statement call 
ed forth loud protests in court. The re- 
porter added that as Col. Picquart's 
memorandum was publicly read, it was 
only justice 'to rend Gen. Gonz's denial. 
The president or the court ordered that 
the general's denial he added to the 
documents in the case, and the court 
adjourned. 

To-day's proceedings at the court of 
cassation were devoid of sensation. The 
only emotion caused ensued upon the 
reading of pathetic letters from Drey- 
fus. A significant point, was the revela- 
tion of the fact that General do Bois- 
deffre gave orders after the Dreyfus cast 
was supposed closed for the dossier con- 
taining the Bordereau to be burned, and 
expressed surprise afterwards to find 
that, his orders had not been executed. 

Thus far the war office has not been 
represented in the present proceedings 
and there is still but little hope of the 
secret dossier being produced, especially 
i f— which, however looks somewhat doubt- 
ful— M. Dupuy succeeds in forming a 
cabinet. Ho was Premier during- the 
Dreyfus trial and his appointment de- 
lights the anti-Dreyfusites, who see in it 
an indication that President Panro has 
:i greater sympathy for the army than 
for the discovery o." the truth. 

It is asserted that the father-in-law of 
Dreyfus has received a letter from the 
prisoner in his own handwriting. For- 
merly only copies of his letters were 
transmitted, and the new departure is re- 
garded as a favorable sign. . ,\

CHINA WANTS GUNNERS; 

Advertising in English Papers for Time 
Expired Fighting Men. 

London, Oct. 20— The following ad- 
vertisement has appeared in many of the 
English papers recently: "Wanted— 
First class time expired gunners, for ser- 
vice abroad." Enquiries reveal the fact 
that no less a personage than "John 
Chinaman" is longing for the services of 
English skilled lighting men to enable 
him to re-establish his navy, which was 
so ruthlessly blown to fragments by the 
Japanese. For the past six months men 
who have served their time in the Royal 
navy have received most fluttering and 
templing offers from certain agents in 
this country to go to the assistance of 
China, who, it will he recollected, has 
three warships on the stocks at the pres- 
ent time. They are on the stocks, but 
the experienced men to man them are 
wanting, and apparently the Chinese 
government could fix upon no other 
choice than the English army as a pouch- 
ing ground. 

investigations show that exceptionally 
high wages are offered to all those men 
who care to accept srvice for three 
years, together with free passage both 
to and from China. The men who have 
responded to the advertisement have been 
told that they will have the "sole charge 
of gunnery batteries," and will be ex- 
pected to bring the natives up to a State 
of training which will enable them to 
"cope with European soldiers or sailors." 

But Messrs. Thomas Atkins and Jack 
Tar are not being permitted to forget 
their duty to the state, and also that an 
officious body, by an act of parliament 
called the Foreign Enlistment act, not 
only controls the exportation of arms and 
ammunition to a foreign country in 
times of war, hut also looks after those 
men who have been educated in the 
secrets of war at the cost of the rate- 
payers. That being so, the attention of 
the war office and the admiralty is drawn 
to these tempting announcements, with 
the result that the police were consulted 
and effectual steps taken to prevent men 
leaving this country for China under 
ngreement with the government of that 
country.

New York, Oct. 28.— Dun's report to- 
morrow will say: Canadian reports this 
week are but moderately encouraging. 
The weather and other conditions have 
retarded business in many lines. Moil- 
tieal reports weather not helping, but 
very fair trade in dry goods, groceries 
and shoes, with collections generally 
good. Retail trade at Toronto is good 
with a fair sorting up of business in dry- 
goods, notions and holiday stuff Win- 
nipeg reports a better feeling since close 
investigation has cleared away fear of 
dumnge of grain, though the markets 
are not slow. 

At Victoria wholesale business is good 
and the feeling in trade is more hopeful; 
while in Vancouver business is steady 
and collections are good with a gradual 
increase in bank clearings. 

Bank clearings for the Dominioin of 
Canada were: Montreal, $15,740,205; in- 
crease 21.4 per cent.; Toronto. .<8,ySO.-

Bradstreet's tomorrow will say: Irregu- 
larity in prices and trade movements has 
been rather more marked this week than 
for the immediate past, but measured by 
all the usual standards of business de- 
velopments, the situation is one of ex- 
ceptional activity and even strength. The 
active foreign demand, advancing prices 
for American cereals and other products, 
appears to have culminated early in the 
week into a virtual "warscaro" market, in 
which the highest prices reached slnefl 
early in August were recorded. The re- 
action shown, however, has been a small 
one, testifying to nervousness both at 
home and abroad, growing oat of the ex- 
ceptionally small gains in world's sup- 
plies, reports of damage to wheat in the 
fields in the Northwest and in Manitoba, 
active milling demand for wheat at home, 
Minneapolis breaking all records of Hour 
production for the week, and a con- 
tinuance of the talk of rather less than 
anticipated out-turns of crop abroad not- 
ed for some time past. 

Evidences of reaction in prices are not 
confined to wheat, but extend to lard 
ami coffee among fond products; bes se- 
iner, pig iron, lead and cotton; while 
most other cereals, pork and beef, cop- 
per, and print cloths have remained 
steady and unchanged. In distributive 
trade, reports of bad weal her interfer- 
ing with regular demand and collections, 
but of stimulating retail trade in heavy 
winter goods, come from the West and 
Northwest, whence also come advices of 
bad roads crippling farmers' ability to 
deliver wheat to market. Against this, 
however, might be cited the fact that 
priniai y receipts of wheat are in excess 
of one year ago, and for the season are 
fully equal to those of hist year. 

All advices as to railway traffic point 
to Western and Southern railroads being 
taxed to their utmost to handle the busi- 
ness offering, with the gross earnings 
showing gains over lust year's excep- 
tionally good results. A gnat hurst of 
activity in nearly all lines has followed 
the freeing of the lower Mississippi val- 
ley section from the numerous quaran- 
tines, and country buying is reported 
active, being partially stimulated by 
colder weather in that section. 

From the Pacific coast, particularly 
Pllget Sound and Columbia river points, 
the advices are of active business, heavy 
grain receipts being absorbed by mills 
working on export orders, and of new 
trade with -onr new dependency. 

Here at the East, the tone of business 
remains rather quiet.

Ulayor Tropospd an Extra Mill 
Taxation for Education but 
Trustees Object. 



'Tile members of the school board and 
'the city couucil spent two hours hist 
'evening discussing their differences, and 
nt tin close they were as far from a set- 
tlement as ever. There was a very long 
discussion, the chief participants being 
th'j lawyers, and then the conference 
resolved itself into a series of smaller 
conferences. Trustee Belyea, for in- 
stance, had Aldermen Bragg, Humber 
and Phillips in one corner as his audi- 
ence; City Barrister Taylor was trying 
to convert Trustee McMicking and Sec- 
retary Williams; Mayor Redfern was 
doing missionary work beside Superin- 
tendent Eaton; Aid. Williams and Hall 
and Trustee Marchant discussed the 
future of Tort Angeles, while others 
talked about a little of everything. The 
conference— the one lor which the two 
boards met— was opened by .Mayor Red- 
fern. who explained that the council had 
decided, in order to meet the views of 
the trustees, to amend the estimates by- 
law, to enable them to pay the balance 
of the $43,000 for school purposes to tin; 
Sthool board for any purpose. As the 
by law now stood, the amount could 
only be used for the payment: of teach- 
ers' salaries. If the school board so de- 
sired, the by-law would be amended on 
Monday evening. 

Trustee Belyea — We have nothing to 
do with that. That is for you to decide. 

Mayor Redfern — But in your letter 
you say that the council has not the 
power to say for what purposes the 
money shall he expended. Wo contend 
that the by-law fixes that, and we- will 
amend it, if you desire, so that you may 
spenrj the money as you please. 

Sir. Taylor, the city barrister, ex- 
plained that the council held that the 
amount that the trustees could demand 
from the corporation must be fixed. 
There were certain fixed charges that 
the corporation had to meet, and if the 
trustees could, without limit, demand 
any sum, what was to come of the credit 
of the city? Even the mere knowledge 
that the trustees had such power would 
not tend to improve the city's credit. 
The council had offered, with a view of 
settling the question, to pay what tin 
trustees demanded this year, refer the 
question to the courts and pay all th 
costs. If the contention of the trustee 
was right, the law would either have to 
be changed, the taxation increased o 
the efficiency of some of the school de 
pertinents suiter. The trustees held 
that the council must pay their demands 
and the council say, if this is so. there 
must be some limit to the demands. 

Mr. Belyea held that it would be use- 
less to go to the courts, for, whichever 
side "tt'oa, the other would appeal to the 
legislature to amend the act. It would 
bo better lo appeal to the legislature di- 
rect. 

.Mayor Redfern— We appealed to the 
legislature lust spring, and we were op- 
posed by the trustees. 

Chairman Hayward-— That was be- 
cause you wished to fix the act so that 
no money could be taken from the gen- 
eral revenue lor school purposes. 

Mr. Taylor— It was also suggested at 
the time that the trustees should collect 
the school revenues, but this, too, was 
opposed, on account of the extra ex- 
pense. 

Mr. Hayward— I understood that we 
were all agreed that it would not be ad- 
visable to cause the extra expense of 
collecting the school revenue. 

Mayor Redfern— The only amendment 
we would ask for would be that the 
council be allowed to levy an assessment 
of three mills on the dollar for school 
purposes. 

Trustee Belyea held that it was unfair 
to saddle the schools with the increase 
in taxation. As a matter of fact the 
■cost of the schools had decreased, while 
the amount of the per capita tax received 
from the government had increased by 
$2,000 in a few years. On the other 
hand the cost of the other departments 
had increased ami yet the schools were 
held Hi) as being responsible for the de- 
creased expenditure for other purposes. 
The Hchool board was opposed to litiga- 
tion and would not initiate it. 

The Mayor contended that the ex- 
penses of the school board bad increased. 
In 1896 the cost of the schools was 
$43,270.52; 1S97, .f4-l.3S9.7S, and 1898, 
•HG.OOO. It was greater in 18!)i3 but in 
that year there were extraordinary ex- 
penses. 

Trustee Mnrchant pointed out that the 
salaries of the teachers had been decreas- 
ed and the additional costs of the schools 
was caused by the increased number 
of pupils. He objected to the school 
board being made to bear any odium that 
might arise through any increase of tax- 
ation. The estimated expenditure for 
other departments had been increased 
but they were not mentioned in the pro- 
posal to increase taxation. 

Mayor Redfern said the council had 
no objection to giving the trustees the 
money collected for school purposes but 
they did object to paying money out of 
■the general revenue to a board on which 
they had no representative. 

Mr. Belyea quoted figures to show that 
.the school expenditure had decreased. 
In 1895 it was $ I9.39!).r>2: 1S!)(i. 45,871; 
4897. 43,811, and 1898, 45,31.0.33. Dur- 
ing the same four years the per capita 
tax paid by the government to the city 
for school purposes had increased from 
$17,301) to $19*152. 

Mr. Taylor contended that the' point on 
which the boards differed would have to 
be finally settled in court. If it was not 
referred to the courts now it would have 
to take that course when the funds were 
exhausted. 

Mr. Belyea— Why don't you take it in- 
to the Court? 

Mr. Taylor held that it was the place 

■ of the trustees to take the case into court. 
They were making the demand while the 
council was refusing it. Who ever heard 

. of a man refusing a payment appealing 
to the court'/ The council did not want 
to fi.v the maximum amount that the 
trustees could demand but they wanted 
the maximum amount fixed. The coun- 
cil wanted to know whether they had to 
provide more than the amount derived 
from the per capita tux and the t'.ro mills 

■ on the dollar. If the council have to 
. supply the demands of the school board 

they would have to raise it. 

After a great deal of discussion Mr. 
Belyea said the question resolved itself 
down to whether the matter should be 
first referred to the courts and then to 
the legislature or whether it should be 
referred to the legislature direct. He 
contended Hint they should go to the 
legislature direct. 

Mr. Taylor— We should go to the legis- 
. legislature with %i definite and binding in- 



terpretation of the act in order to ask 
relief in the premises. 

Mr. Hayward suggested that the ques- 
tion be referred to the citizens' commit- 
tee of fifty. 

After a lot more desultory talk the con- 
ference -was brought to a close, nothing 
having been agreed upon.

The audience at 'the Victoria theatre 
last night was not large, but it was very 
enthusiastic— and properly so— for 
more meritorious performance has rarely 
been presented to the people of Victoria 
than that by the Hegelmaun-Bennett 
combination. 

Bennett's band is a splendidly 
balanced combination of musicians. This 
was specially manifest in the rendition 
of the overture from Tunnbauser, which 
was given with magnificent effect. Th 
harmony was perfect, and the precision 
of attack all that could be desired. The 
orchestration of the several numbers 
was admirable, and Mr. George W. 
Bennett, the leader, presents the ensem- 
ble work with a shading of tone and ex- 
pression which leaves nothing to be de- 
sired. 

The facility with which this admirable 
combination of musicians can deal with 
the grander musical concerts was shown 
in the scene from II Trovatore, a ad in 
that matchless piece of harmony, the 
sextette from Lucia. As an example of 
amusing work in a lighter vein, the 
comic variations from that perennial 
source of fun, " The Arkansas Travel- 
ler," was as nearly perfect as one need 
expect. 

A very pleasing feature of the even- 
ing was the duo for trombones by Mr. 
and Mrs. Toban. They gave as their 
first number "A Song at Twilight" in 
exquisite style. Every selection elicited 
enthusiastic applause, and the responses 
were generous. 

The xylaphono solo was admirably 
rendered, and the encore number, which 
was played on n metallic disc on a metal 
table, spun by band, was a unique and 
thoroughly melodious and musicianly 
pei formance. 

The musical programme for to-night 
is an entire change from last night, and 
will doubtless attract many who heard 
the first performance.

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THE CITY CHARTER. 

O.ie of the recommendations ot Thurs- 
day uight'8 meeting was that n special 
clinrter should be obtained for Victoria. 
We favor this idea. The principle that 
general statutes should be passed and 
that nil communities should be organized 
under them has some good features, bo- 
cause it secures uniformity of law. It 
is very popular in the Coast States, 
whore it is, thought touifford a protection 
against the putting up of legislative 
jebs; In practice it works quite the other 
way. for it leads to special legislation 
disguised as general law, and thus opens 
the door to all manner of abuses. So 
much raiechief hits resulted from tins 
that many of the cities have adopted 
special charters, under a provision in all 
the state laws authorizing them to do 
so. in some of the eastern provinces all 
the towns and cities have their special 
acts of incorporation, it being found 
necessary in nearly every case to make 
Home special provision owing to the pe- 
culiar circumstances surrounding the 
municipality! 

Wc commend to the consideration of 
the Committee of Fifty the charter of 
the city of St. John, N.B., adopted wi 
think about 1S0O. Our recollection If 
that this charter esablishcs a perma- 
nent executive hoard under the control 
of the city council, and that the duty 
of Hie council, is almost exclusively leg- 
islative. The relation between the com 
missioners and the council is something 
like that between the oQlcials of a com- 
pany and the board of directors, or be- 
tween the executive council and the pro- 
vincial legislature. A permanent execu- 
tive board ensures continuity of policy; 
the vesting of the legislative power in 
tin' council secures popular control over 
the purse strings. 

One advantage, of having a special 
ehater is that amendments can bo read- 
ily and efficiently made. Each city has 
its own special needs, and to meet these 
special legislation is often needed. It 
Foenis unwise to amend the general mun- 
icapal act simply for tin? purpose of 
meeting an exigency arising in - some 
city. Moreover, as any one will admit 
win, has watched the progress of amend- 
ments to the municipalities act, these are 
usually delayed until a late day in the 
session, anil so many interests have to 
he taken into account that frequently 
amendments are killed principally be- 
cause they are not properly understood. 
The people of Victoria ought to bo quite 
able to decide upon what, they need in 
llii' way df city government, and not be 
compelled to have their requirements 
considered as to how meeting them 
will affect some oilier part of the pro- 
vince. A charter framed along the lines 
indicated in the resolution adopted by 
the meeting would be likely to give gen- 
eral satisfaction. 



NEEDLESS ALARM. 

Some property owners' believe that if 
they relinquish their control over the 
incurring of municipal indebtedness, a 
big burden of debt will be rolled up. 
Such observations as the Colonist has 
been able to make show this fear to be 
groundless. The mass of people are 
cbnservative-'-of course, we use the word 
in its dictionary sense, and not as it is 
employed politically. There is no idea 
more firmly grounded in the mind of the 
workingman of limited moans than that 
in the end he pays all the taxes. He 
will tell you that the man, who lives 
upon the income from his property or 
investments, creates nothing of value 
and consequently cannot contribute any- 
thing to the maintenance of govern- 
ment, no matter how willing he may lie. 
He will tell you that it is the man, who 
by his industry, enterprise or labor, pro- 
duces or enables others to produce things 
that people want, who boars every bur- 
den of a financial nature that can be 

Pin 1 upon a community. We do not 

propose lo enter into any discussion of 
the soundness of this view. All we 
Wish to do is to point out that it exists 
and makes the class of men. so much 
feared by some property owners, the 
most conservative class of citizens. The 
man who pays live dollars taxes usually 
is more opposed to having it increased to 
$5.2.1 than the man who pays .fllOO is to 
an increase to $105. This conservatism 
«r the majority is one of the safest 
things to count upon in municipal 
iifTairs. Ask at the waterworks office, 
and you will be told that the consumer, 
whose bill runs up into several dollars 
n month, objects to an incn 'use much 
less strenuously than those who pay the 
minimum charges. The conservatism of 
the small taxpayer is one of the factors 
recognized in municipal politics every- 
where. It would be easy to cite in- 
stances in which it has prevented the 
incurring of liabilities, but difficult to 
cite a single instance where this class 
of the population have availed them- 
selves of their numerical power to put 
heavy burdens upon the property-owning 
■minority.

THE TRICE OF WHEAT. 

The Canadian Trade Review thinks 
the outlook is for a higher price for 
wheat than now prevails, and it buses 
its belief wholly upon the condition of 
the Russian crop, which it says is so 
unsatisfactory that the abolition of the 
export of that grain from Russia may 
be expected. It further says that the 
crop in other parts of the world, outside 
of America, is not sufficiently large to 
keep prices down. The European wheat 
harvests are, as a rule, abnormally low, 
and all the reserves on hand have been 
exhausted. The only available source 
of supply is America, for it will be yet 
three months or more before the crop of 
India and Argentine is ready. The Re- 
view, from its investigation of the whole 
subject, concludes that, while there is 
no likelihood of the high prices of lust 
year being reached, wheat is certain to 
command a reasonably good figure all 
winter, with the prospect of a good rise 
immediately, if the export of Russian 
grain is prohibited. 



KITCHENER'S WELCOME. 

The thousands, who thronged the Lon- 
don streets to welcome Lord Kitchener 
of Khartoum on his return from smash 
Ing the Khalifa, were not actuated sole 
ly by curiosity to see a successful gen 
era! about whom all the world was talk 
ing. Possibly few of them were nni 
mated by that feeling alone. The gath 
er'ng was a demonstration of the seuti 
meut which now stirs the British pub- 
lic ns j,t has rarely been stirred in rec 
years. Never before were the subjects 
of Her Most Gracious Majesty more 
conscious of the responsibilities of im 
perial dominion and more determined not 
to shirk them in the least particular. 
Down in the bottom of their hearts the 
Britons are a lighting race. A thick 
veneer of business overlies the founda- 
tion, but a deep enough scratch will lay 
it bare. The Kaiser scratched it with 
bis Krpger telegram; France scratched 
it by its claim to Fashoda. When a 
man like Kitchener comes home from 
his victories, the veneered side of tlu 
nati< ual character is turned down for 
the time being and the old lighting Bri- 
ton asserts himself. 

Foreign governments will not fail to 
note the feeling to which the events on 
the Nile have given rise, and which 
found expression first when the Guards 
cam'? homo, and next in the welcome to 
the Sirdar. Such a people, with such 
an army, such a fleet, such inexhaustible 
resources in men and treasure, is not to 
be defied with impunity. Every man of 
the ten thousand British soldiers who 
followed Kitchener up the Nile, was a 
vo.unteer. Every man who serves with 
the colors ashore, or with the fleet at 
sea, is a volunteer. And every man, who 
helped to rill the London streets with 
shours of welcome, is u possible volun- 
teer whenever his country calls for his 
sen ices. And there is no lighting stuff 
in the world equal to it. Dash and 
steadiness, subordination and individual- 
ity, these and all the other qualities 
which go to make up soldiers are found 
in every family of Britons. The men 
who stood in the squares all day at 
Waterloo and broke the prowess of Ni 
polcon, iis a rock breaks the billow, the 
men who followed Colin Campbell up 
the heights of Alma, the raw recruits 
who faced death in the Redan, the 
heroes of Balaclava, the column which 
marched through Lucknow's long street 
behind Havelock and Outram, the sol- 
diers of the Chitral force, the men who 
smashed the Khalifa — these were not 
picked men. They were simply young 
fellows who took the "Queen's Shill- 
ing" because they did not happen at the 
time to see anything better to do, and 
their leaders were men who chose the 
profession of arms largely because no 
other lield of occupation was available. 
Yet nothing seems able to withstand 
them. They can outclass tin- native of 
tropical wildernesses in fortitude and 
cunning: they can beat the mountain- 
eer of the Himalayas at the game to 
which he was horn; they can bear the 
fierce sun and the sand - storm of the 
desert like any Bedouin; they can stand 
shoulder to shoulder or back to back and 
meet death as unflinchingly as any mar- 
tyr who ever perished at the stake. And 
the point that we want: to get into our 
minds is that, if out of the surging 
thousands who welcomed Kitchener any 
proportion were selected at random and 
drilled for a few months, they would do 
all these things as well as the men who 
have in times past and on so many 
fields won imperishable renown for Hie 
Hag of Britain. Irish, Scotch or English 
— it matters not what part of the United 
Kingdom he comes from, the British 
soldier may be counted on with certainty 
to do his duty as he sees it, and he gen- 
erally sees it aright.' 

Like the marshalling of the Flying 
Squadron, the welcome to the hero of 
Onidurmnn will set the nations thinking. 
The best way to secure peace is to be 
ready for war. The world has had 
sufficient evidence that the British peo- 
ple have no intention of being imposed 
upon and that they know how to take 
their own part whenever and wherever 
it may he necessary.

AN UNJUSTIFIABLE DISMISSAL. 

Those who arc aquaintcd with the 
virulence of Mr. Joseph Martin's poli- 
tical partisanship will not be surprised 
to hear that the new British Columbia 
government has broken the record of 
unjustifiable dismissals. Tin. latest vic- 
tim is Mr. R. E. Gosncll, provincial li- 
brarian, who is known all over Canada 
ns an enthusiastic worker, not in politics 
but in the duties of his office. With 
very small funds, and nn encouragement, 
beyond public appreciation Mr. Gosncll 
mnde the provincial library one of the 
monk popular and useful of British Co- 
lumbian institutions. He was its cre- 
ator, and he regarded it with the affec- 
tion of a father. His devotion to duty 
was not (lint of the ordinary -civil ser- 
vant, even when fairly efllciflnt, he put 
bis heart into it. The present: govern- 
ment of British Columbia have reward- 
ed him for his zeal by dismissing him at 
a few days' notice. In extenuation, it 



is pleaded that Mr. Gosuell, besides act- 
ing as librarian, was private secretary 
to the Premier, and that his continua- 
tion in that position was not to be ex- 
pected. This seems a very poor excuse 
for not allowing him to retain the li- 
brarianship, and in any ease it is a 
miserable plea to advance. In Dominion 
politics it is recognized thai: the private 
secretaries of ex-premiers nro worthy of 
recognition by succeeding governments. 
Mr. Joseph Pope, for many years pri- 
vate secretary to Sir John Macdonald, 
is now one of the secretaries to the inter- 
national conference. Mr. Douglas Stuart, 
private secretary to Sir John Thompson, 
is still inspector of penitentiaries. Mr. 
John Lambert Payne, privete secretary 
to Sir Mackenzie Bowell and Sir Chas. 
Tapper, is now private secretary to Mr. 
Blair, minister of railways. IB is recog- 
nized that faithful service in the respon- 
sible position of private secretary to the 
Premier is a guarantee of fitness for high 
Official posts, and that it is not to the 
advantage of either party to turn down 
those who have so distinguished them- 
selves. Apparently, there is not: the 
least ground for accusing Mr. Gosncll of 
"offensive partisanship." The govern- 
ment have not suggested any such ex- 
cuse, and it was left to a small paper in 
Nelson to raise this issue. Hitherto, 
Mr. Gosncll has kept silence, hut in re- 
ply to a personal attack, ho says: 

"Apart from my duties as private sec- 
retary to the Premier. 1 neither directly 
nor indirectly took any part in politics, 
Dominion or provincial. I did not go 
to political gatherings, and attended no 
committee meetings. During the five 
years in the public service I never pub- 
licly or privately endeavored to influ- 
ence a single vote. Outside of a few 
personal friends on both sides, I never 
talked politics with tiny one. I fee! quite 
certain that nn supporter of the present 
government in Victoria who was near the 
seat of action, and had an opportunity 
of knowing what was going on, and who 
has a reputation for veracity to con- 
serve, will make a statement to the con- 
trary. 

"Moreover T never was a pnrfizan in 
provincial politics in British Columbia. 
Prior to entering the service, the only 
vote I ever cast was for Hon, C. F. 
Cotton, then independent, on whose com- 
mittee I acted and for whom I worked 
enthusiastically." 

The fact is that the work Mr. Gosncll 
did left him no time for politics, Besides 
being provincial librarian, and Premier's 
secretary, he devoted his leisure to 
spreading a knowledge of the resources 
of British Columbia. With this end in 
view he prepared a handbook giving a 
largo amount of useful information. It 
was a private venture, and, as all who 
have had experience in this kind of work 
know, could not have been a profitable 
one. The book could not have boon got 
out at all if the last government had not 
agreed to take a large number of copies. 
This agreement has been revoked by the 
incoming administration, and Mr. Gos- 
ncll is thus involved in a serious loss. 
Evidently, official zeal in British Colum- 
bia is to be discouraged.— Montreal Ga- 
zette. 



BOYCOTTED WORDS. 

X. v. Commercial Advertiser. 

If flic President were scrupulously nice 
in use of words, he would have adorned 
his Western speeches less with the large 
word destiny. The word answers to an 
idea which looms lnrge in the mind of 
the President as in the mind of the Am- 
erican people. Realizing this, and in- 
spired by the sympathy of his hearers, 
he spoke of destiny simply and frankly 
as Sir Michael Hicks Beach speaks of 
war when the idea of it reddens in his 
mind. Neither stops to think how the 
word has been cheapened and made com- 
mon by the mystical chatter of charla- 
tans and the babble of empty brnggnrts 
till it has become mere jargon instead of 
the clear, plain sign of a definite and 
large idea. Each gets himself laughed 
at by nice persons for a simplicity which 
is rather fine in its way, but each may 
console himself with the knowledge that 
his rude and common word breaks 
through the thin and brittle crust of hu- 
man culture and stirs pulso and nerve 
of rude ami common human feeling. 
Perhaps this is worth while, and perhaps 
both Sir Michael and the President en- 
dure ridicule with nn even mind. 

Some of the finest: words in our com- 
mon langtiaee are avoided hv idee ver- 
balists in both England and America, 
because thev have been cheapened and 
twisted from their meaning by coarse 
and vain misuse. These words share 
the fate of titles in America. He is a 
bold man . who calls himself professor. 
hnvimr > earned the riclit to do so, and 
doctor is troing the same lamentable way. 
Uncommissioned colonels and imbenchcd 
in dees put soldiers and jurists to the 
blush, and the statesmen who pack ward 
caucuses and juggle the stock market 
with tariff schedules cause men who rule 
states to seek another designation. No- 
body who really works at the trade nf 
news-mongerinir dares longer to call him- 
self a journalist. These are common 
words. Tt is a sadder thing that cen- 
tl emnn lias gone with them. Tt still 
has definite meaning in Enchind. though 
not the finer sense it may have when 
stripped of merely fortuitous distinction. 
Here it is most rare in the months of 
those to whom the line idead is ever 
present, and few rontlcwonien care to 
be called ladies. Culture begins to bo 
shunned by persons who know and value 
the real essence, and around it: is 
gathering a whole group of words m»n 
nf letters abandon to bo the cant of vain 
pretenders. There is n cheap theatrical 
cant of piety never heard in the mouths 
of the reverent. Conscience and duty 
are m ire common in the thought of these 
tbnn ip their speech. 

Diplomacy and limb politics have an 
amnio index CxpnrgntArhlH of sonorous 
and nregnont words, like war and con- 
ouost, rovenco and dismemberment, to 
wh>eh destiny is now to bo added, It has 
b"en heard little in sober speech since 
Nunoleoii rode the metaphor so hard. 
These harsher words, it was thought, 
were avoided out of courtosv, or to save 
them for srrout occasions wh«n mennina 
charred them: but Sir Michael Hicks 
Bench and Joseph Chamberlain have dis- 
sipated that illusion. They must be 
shunned because they have boon coars- 
ened and ch'>aponed. made vague mid 
pointless by the senseless parrotry or ir- 
responsible speaking and writing. Tboy 
who have deep sense of the real thing; 
either culture or crentlenoss nr patriotism 
or destiny, if they arc nice verbalists, 
cannot be enntonj. with svmbols which 
have been drained of meaning in ba.-cr 
use. The national destinv nf which the 
President speaks so simply and frankly 
has for some months filled the mental 
hor'zou of most thoughtful Americans, 
and the people as a whole is not nnreadv 
to live and net if; but it Isn't finite ready 
vet to talk about it. The idea is ton 
large and the commonplace symbol of 
speech for it is too inadequate.

Police Magistrate Macrae was 
ponded from his official duties yesterday 
by Attorney-General Martin. For a 
month there have been minors Unit Mr. 
Macrae was to lose his official head aud 
it was even said that a certain well- 
known lawyer was to have the position, 
but on being questioned this gentleman 
denied that such was the case, saying 
that his practice was more lucrative to 
him than the position Mr. Macrae occu- 
pied. At the same time Mr. Macrae's 
position is not one to be despised, for 
the emoluments from the combined of- 
fices of police magistrate, stipendiary 
magistrate aud judge of the Small Debts 
courts are about equal to the salary of 
a Supreme court judge. 

Notwithstanding these rumors, the fact 
that the Attorney-General has suspend- 
Mr. Macrae will come as a genuine 
surprise. The magistrate himself, while 
admitting that he had received a letter 
Mr. Martin suspending him, de- 
clined to express his views on the matter 
for publication, evidently being of the 
opinion that he would be given a fall 
and ample opportunity to state his side 
of the case at an investigation. While 
not saying so, it was to be inferred 
from his manner that he considered that 
the dignified course for him°to pursue 
was to keep silence until given the op- 
portunity of a formal official inquiry 

Hon. Joseph Martin when asked as to 
the reason for Mr, Macrae's suspension 
explained it was in connection with the 
case of a sudor of the Tartar named 
Joseph Liddy wdio a short time ago was 
before Mr. Macrae in the provincial 
police court charged with disobey- 
ing the lawful commands of the first 
officer of the vessel. 

The man had been told by the cap- 
tain of the ship on the night of October 
lo that he was discharged and was hand- 
ed back his discharge papers from the 
last ship he served in. The captain told 
Liddy at the time that he would be paid 
off in the morning. The man refused to 
turn-to next morning when ordered, 
claiming he was discharged. First Officer 
Forbes, according to the evidence given 
at the time, said that it was correct that 
the discharge papers had been given 
back to Liddy by the captain, but that 
Forbes had informed Liddy that he was 
not discharged till he had signed off— the 
law requiring the signing off to be done 
before the shipping master. 

Liddy was sentenced to fourteen days 
imprisonment and when he was released 
made a complaint to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral that he had not been given an op- 
portunity to state his side of the case 
by the magistrate. 

The Attorney-General remarked yes- 
terday that after the complaint had been 
made he had investigated it and from 
the provincial police officers who had 
been present in the court he had come 
to the conclusioin that the man's story 
was correct. Magistrate Macrae had 
not quite remembered all that took place 
court but had not denied the officer's 
story. It was not, Mr. Martin snid, 
because of any difference of opinion as to 
Mr. Macrae's views of the lav that the 
uspension took place but because he 
concluded from the investigation that 
the man had not been fairly treated. 
Liddy had not been given an opportunity 
to tell his story nnd it was evident that 
the man was to all intents and purposes 
discharged when the captain told him so, 
and he was therefore wrongfully pun- 
ished. 

The Attorney-General also desired : it 
to be stated that he did not want to see 
any favor shown to captains of vessels 
as between them and their crews, when 
their cases came before the courts; that 
he believed In such cases being tried as 
between man and man 

The Attorney-General, on being asked 
as to whether the suspension was pre- 
liminary to an official investigation, said 
it was not necessarily so. Ho, as At- 
torney-General, had suspended Mr. Mac- 
rae, and would lay the matter before 
the executive, as they bud the power to 
dismiss. The executive could order an 
investigation if they wished, but for jhis 
part, he was already satisfied with the 
results of his own inquiry into the mat- 
ter, and his colleagues might consider 
that quite sufficient.

"Russ House, Victoria, B.C., 
"October 28, 180S. 
"To the Editor of the Colonist: 

"Sir: — Permit me, through the medium 
of your widespread nnd influential jour- 
nal, to give ventilation to the real state 
of the case which you referred to in the 
columns of your paper dated the 15th 
October, under the heading of 'Two 
AVeeks Ashore,' nnd by so doing you will 
be enabling me to vindicate my own char- 
acter aud that of my profession in gen- 
eral. 

"I shipped as seaman on the steamship 
Tarter at Vancouver, and the day after 
our arrival at Fsquimalt drydock I was 
troubled with stricture, and was com- 
pelled to quit work nnd lay up. At 3,:30 
p.m. on that day the chief officer sent for 
me and informed me that I was logged, 
and fined two days' pay for being drunk 
and off duty. I denied the charge and 
told him the cause of my being absent 
from work. The captain then told me he 
would remit the fine, nnd gave me notice 
to leave, and not to turn to any more, 
and I received by last discharge from 
the chief officer, who told me to pack 
up my effects and that I would be paid 
off on the following morning. 

"At 0:30 a. m. on the following day [ 
went to the chief officer and asked him 
what time it would be convenient for 
him to pay me off. lie informed me 
that the captain had changed his mind 
and that I would have to resume duty. 
1 told him that I had received verbal 
notice to pack up and quit, and that 1 
did not feel inclined to be reinstated in 
a position which I had been dismissed 
from. The chief officer reported my re- 
ply, in my presence, to the captain, who 
ordered him to have me arrested for re- 
fusing duty. Consequently I was taken 
into custody and brought before Magis- 
trate .Macrae, who brow-beat me in such 
a manner that he positively declined to 
allow me to make any defence, but kept 
interrogating me by saying, " Did you 
or did you not refuse duty?" I replied 
that I could not have refused duty, as 
I was dismissed from performing any. 
He inquired if I was a sea lawyer, .and 
said he- would sentence me to the full 
penalty, 28 days, when Sergeant Lang- 
ley, who had charge of the case, and 
could discern from the acknowledgments 
of the chief officer in court that I was 
not guilty of any great offence, told the 
magistrate that the full penalty was not 
pressed for, whereupon he reduced the 
sentence to 14 days' hard labor, with the 
remark that when 1 came out I would 
return to work a better and a wiser 
man. 

" On my liberation from prison at 8 
o'clock this morning, T applied at the 
provincial court for $0.25 that I was 
paid off with, but was informed by the 
chief of police that I forfeited that 
money, as it went towards paying for 
my food whilst in jail. 

" 1 then made an application fo Magis- 
trate Macrae, at the city police court, 
who informed me it had nothing to do 
with him whether I was destitute or 
not.

" Such, Mr. Editor, is the true case 
connected with Jack's " Two weeks 
ashore," and on the arrival of the Tar- 
tar the captain will most likely eompen- 
snte me, before a court of justice, for 
false imprisonment.

A STRANGER WAYLAID. 

L. S. Overetreet Knocked Down on 
Johnson Street and Brutally 
Kicked. 

A most brutal assault was committed 
on Johnson street just before dnylighl 
yesterday morning, as a result of which 
L. S. Overstreet, a stranger in the city, 
lies at the point of death at the Jubilei 
hospital. His- cries for help which 
brought men to his assistance from n 
near by saloon, undoubtedly saved his 
life. According to the story told the po- 
lice by Overstreet he was on his way 
down Johnson street to the Queen's bote' 
and had reached McGregor's blacksmith 
shop, which stnnils back from the stree' 
when an Italian who goes by the name 
of Dan Sullivan, jumped in front of 
hmi. knocked him down and repeatedly 
kicked him, making off when he Haw as 
Bistanco coming. 

Overstreet was taken to Dr. Frank 
Hall's office and from tilers- to the Jubilee 
hospital. His face was kicked almost 
to a pulp and beyond recognition, his el 
how was dislocated, his arm fracturer" 
and he complained of internnl pains 
Sullivan got out of the way before tin 
police arrived, but all points of egresi 
were wntched so that he could not leavi 
the city. 

The cause of the attack is not no' 
known. The two men were in nn up 
town saloon together but there was n< 
trouble there and if Overstreefs story b 
true Sullivan must have gone and laid 
in wait for him and attacked him fot 
some fancied wrong.

the eight noun system in Eng- 
land. 

Now that labor conditions enter to such 
an Important extent Into Industrial opera- 
tions, much Interest attaches to the report 
of a prominent firm of shipbuilders In Sun- 
derland, England, on the result of adopt- 
ing the eight-hour system for seven years 
In thrclr works. They hold that the plan 
answers well; the men actually do not 
lose so much. time; in tact, they work more 
hours than they did under the old system. 
Instead of the production of the works 
being less from the apparently shorter 
hours of work, it has gradually Increased 
since 1801. They took up the system In 
the belief that they could get the same 
amount of work out of their men by a 
better method. Of the men working on 
time wages 15 or 20 per cent lost the first 
quarter of the day, while the piece men 
scarcely ever started before 8:,'!0 under 
the old method. The men started at 6 
o'clock, stopped nt 8 for half an hour for 
breakfast ; had another Interval of an hour 
at noon, nml the day's work was finished 
nt 5. The conditions were such thnt many 
workmen were physically Incapable of en- 
during the long hours. It was quite a com- 
mon thing for a man to lose three-quarters 
of a week because he could not keep up 
the early rising necessary for the o'clock 
start and work full time. Under the 
forty-eight system the men have an early 
breakfast and start work at 7:TO, going 
on with only one break until fi o'clock. 
They thus do more work themselves, be- 
sides getting more work out of the ma- 
chines, the results being nn Increased out- 
put and a decreased cost.

THE DIAMOND'S HUMBLE MATE. 

How nud Where Carbon Is Found— Some 
"Bonanzas." 

The United States consul In Bnhia, Bra- 
zil, Mr. Eurulss, reports to the stute de- 
partment that the state of Ilallia is said 
lo he the sole seat of the carbon Industry. 
I'he carbons have been found for years; 
nut tucre has been no market until the 
commencement of the present decade, 
when, on account of their hardness, they 
were soughL by makers of so-called dia- 
mond drills. As the demand grew greater 
the supply decreased and prices rose. 

The region in which they are found is in 
the Interior of the state, and Is reached 
ally after a long and tiresome journey. 
Jue goes from liiihhi by boat to St. Felix 
and then by rail to Itandelra do Mello. 
Phis Is the edge of. the diamond region, und 
u-arboas are always found near diamonds, 
fhe most productive region is further up 
die I'arilgassu river, and to reach It one 
coos overland by mule, following a rough 
anil hlllv pack train for a couple of dtys. 

It Is thought tl'.at diamonds and car- 
oons are found all through this section; 
Out, on account of the rude methods ot 
mining, oulv ilia bed of the t'aragassu and 
Us tributary, the San Antonio, and the side 
i" a range of mouu* ibis called Sierra das 
Lavras Dlamantluas arc worked. The ear- 

ons sre found In a kind of gravel called 
insenllio, and this occurs In the river bed 
beneath the slit and on top of a stratum 
if clay; In the mountains, beneath a 
»trntunl of rock and above the same strnt- 

ini of claj'i and In the surrounding coun- 
iry beneath several strata of earth. 

To Obtain those In the river bed a place 
of not more than twenty feet In depth and 
where the current Is not to.) rapid Is se- 
lected. A long polo Is then planted there 



and naked divers go down this pole, taking 
along with them a suck kept open with a 
ring. They first scrape away the slit anil 
then proceed to till the sack with the un- 
derlying gravel, removing all the gravel 
down to I lie cluy. As soon as u sack Is full 
the man above, in one of the native canoes 
made from a chiselled-out tree, is sb;- 
nalled. to. The bug is raised to the sur- 
face with, the aid of the diver below, taken 
to the shore and dumped at a SUUlclent dis- 
tance to prevent being washed away by 
any sudden rise tu the river. 

flit; operation la repeated dny by day for 
the six months of the dry season. At the 
commencement of the rainy season, when 
diving has to be suspended on account of 
the strong current and great depth of the 
river, the gravel is washed and examined 
for carbons and diamonds. The divers are 
quite skillful, and many of them can re- 
main below for a minute at a time; there 
are some who stay as long as a minute 
and a half. Of Coarse, the gravel becomes 
partlv recovered by silt while they are at 
the 'surface, thus causing extra work, 
which would be avoided by more modern 
methods. Place where there Is greater 
depth of river cannot be worked at all. 

The ether method of mining consists In 
drilling through the rock in the mountain 
side, and by a series of tunnels removing 
the diamond ami carbon-bearing gravel, it 
is piled up in the dry season and washed 
during the rainy season, by conveying the 
wnter down the mountain side in sluices. 
The greater part^of the carbons Is found In 
the mountains, because they are more ac- 
cessible here than in the river bottoms. 

Carbons are found In all sizes, varying 
from that of a grain of sand to one of !>7i> 
carnubs. This huge one was picked up in 
J8U-I, on a roj.il where the gravel formation 
was exposed, and was old In Paris for 
100,001) francs ($10,000). The most valuable 
ones arc those weighing from one to throe 
carats; the larger onfcS have to be broken, 
and there is always groat loss, i,s they 
have no line to fracture. Thus the largest 
carbon found, after being broken Into sal- 
able pieces, brought considerably less than 
100.000 francs, the cost price. 

About two years ago there was a local 
combination to keep up prices, but the 
chief promoter failed, and there has since 
been no attempt to combine. The price 
that now prevails is due entirely to the 
great demand, small supply and the? labor- 
ious method of mining, 'i'he snjall supply 
is due to the crude methods. Frequently a 
pair of workers will obtain only three or 
four carbons at a result of their six months' 
work, und for these they demand and" re- 
ceive a good price. 



asked by the Judge, "Will you swear to 
Cod and by those holy gospels to sppak 
the truth to all you may be asked?" an- 
swers, "Yes, I swear."

Be- 
fore the oath Is taken a long exhortation 
is delivered, the most material parts of 
which are as follows: "Whatever person 
Is so ungodly, corrupt or hostile to himself 
as to swear a false oath, or not to keep 
the oath sworn, sins In such a manner ns 
ir he were to sny; 'If I sin falsely, then 
mny Ood'thc Father, God the Son and God; 
the Holy Ghost pnnlsh me, so that God 
the Father, who created me and all mnn- 
klnd In hfs Image, and his fatherly good- 
ness, grace and mercy mny not profit me, 
hut that I, ns n perverse nnd obstinate 
transgressor nnd sinner, may bo punished 
eternally fn hell. * * * If I swear false- 
ly, then may nil I have and own In this 
world be cursed; cursed be my cattle, my 
beasts, my sheep, so that after this dtiy 
they may never thrive or benefit me; yea. 
cursed' may I bo and everything I pos- 
sess.""'

QLD AGEj PENSIONS, 

New Zealand at Lust Adopts the 'Meas- 
ure So Long iu Controversy. 

Wellington, N. Z., Oct 20.— After 11 
dr.ys' discussion iu committee, the old 
ago pension bill has been passed on 
third reading in the house of representa- 
tives, by a majority of 10. 

The bill provides that every person of 
the age of 05 and upwards, of good 
moral character, whose income does not 
exceed £34, and who has resided for 25 
years iu the colony, will be entitled to a 
pension of £18 per annum. 

In New Zealand the poor have hither- 
to been relieved almost entirely by the 
State, charitable institutions for that 
purpose doing but a small part of the 
work. In 1S00 a bill very similar iu 
its provisions to the one in question was 
introduced into the house of representa- 
tives. There it met with determined 
opposition, one amendment providing 
that everybody of and over the age of 
Uo years should be entitled to the pen- 
sion, whether he was in ueed of assist- 
ance or not. That was a socialistic 
suggestion that, if adopted, would, have 
turned the whole colony into one huge 
friendly society. Eventually the bill 
was thrown out. In the following year 
a fresh bill confining the pension to the 
poor was brought in, and after a terrific 
wrangle it went through its third read- 
ing by a majority of 15, only to be 
thrown out by the upper house. 

Still undaunted by failure, the sup- 
porters of the principle of old age pen- 
sions on a discriminating basis brought 
in a third bill this year, and now, after 
a desperate struggle for 11 days (which 
in New Zealand, where speeches of only 
10 minutes are allowed in committee, is 
a debate of exceptional severity), the bill 
has passed its third reading by the 
smaller majority of 10. 

H js expegted that 0,500 persons will 
during the first year draw the iia, or 
part of it, and that about £100,000 will 
be so expended. So far there is no 
mention of additional taxation in con- 
nection with the scheme. 



THE KLONDIKE ROYALTY. 

Correspondence of London Illustrated 
News ou the Subject. 

Mr. Julius M. Price, the special artist 
and correspondent of the London Illus- 
trated News, has been writing a series 
of letters from the Klondike. The last 
issue of that paper contains one of 
them, of which the following is a part: 

" There is a royalty of 10 per cent, 
churged by the government on the gross 
returns of every claim. This is no 
doubt a very big and irksome tax on a 
new country, and is causing an enor- 
mous amount of bad feeling — to a very' 
great extent justly so. 

"I went carefully into the pros and 
cons of this question, which appears 
sufficiently serious to retard the progress 
of these new fields, unless it is speedily 
and judiciously revised. The men con- 
tend that such a tax will practically 
mean closing down many mines next 
year, the possible profit from working 
being too problematic to balance the 
risk incurred. > 

" On the other hand, the government 
says: 'We have gone to the great ex- 
pense of bringing police into the coun- 
try, establishing stations, and thereby 
affording you complete protection for 
your life and property. Wo have thus 
induced the banks to establish branches 
in the country. We have introduced a 
mail service, and are about to spend 
money on trails to the various creeks, 
etc. All this must be paid for, and if 
so, by whom else but those who are tak- 
ing the wealth from the country? ' 

" This struck me as all very well, lmt 
still the fact remained that a 10 per 
cent, royalty on gross returns was ex- 
cessive. The increase of revenue to 
1h" budget of the Dominion government 
thin year from Klondike region will he 
enormous from the usual sources alone 
When it is remembered how many thou 
sands of people have come into tin 
country, the number of miners' licenses 
issued at $10 each, and the number of 
claims that will be recorded at the fee 
of $15, the sum derived from these 
sources of increased income alone would 
lie sufficient to defray any extra ex- 
penses that may be incurred through 
sending police from what is practically 
one part of the Dominion to another, 
and the cost of laying out. new trails 
(which have not yet even been started). 
There can be no doubt in my mind that 
thus Unwisely hampering a young 
country can have but two effects— lirst, 
that of seriously retarding its progress 
and secondly, of inciting people to use 
their utmost ingenuity to evade what 
they, rightly or wrongly, consider an un- 
just impost. It is estimated that the 
revenue of England is the loser by mil- 
lions every year through people making 
false income returns. What, therefore, 
will it be in this far-away region, where 
the law is only represented by a hand- 
ful of ]x>lice and the American boundary 
line is but a few miles distant down the 
river? The reply is obvious." 



The StiMne river and Dawson contin- 
gents who arrived by the Cottage City 
on Thursday night are grumblers— the 
former because they have experienced 
" hard luck " at Telegraph creek or other 
points along the all-Canadian avenue of 
ingress to the country; the latter be- 
cause their trip' up th? rivep lias proved 
anything but a delist. These Dawson- 
ians are for (.he most part members of u 
party of sixty who arrived !u Skagway 
about October 17 after a long and tedi- 
ous trip up the river and lakes ou the 
steamers W. K, Merwin and Nora. 

" The boats were long overdue," to 
quote the Skagway News, " owing to 
bad management on the part of the own- 
ers of the Merwin, Messrs. Hamilton and 
Burrell. The Merwin was advertised to 
leave Dawson September 28, and to 
reach White Horse rapids in six days, 
and the fact was also added that she 
drew only two and one-half feet of wa- 
ter. Most of the passengers were noti- 
fied of thi3 special fact ami about 125 
victims were caught. 

" After a few hours delay in Dawson 
the boat started and every one was joy- 
ful for the first day or two although the 
accommodations were poor aad the meals 
modest for $1.50 apiece. After two or 
three days White river was reached, 
with a realization that the Yukon had 
bars at about the depth of four feet up- 
on which the good ship was much in- 
clined to repose peacefully. 

" There was also another seance that 
transpired every day, wood must be cut 
and carried aboard, In thus the passen- 
gers cheerfully joined thinking thereby 
to expedite matters. All at once they 
discovered the parsimony of the owners 
who studiously avoided wood piles, pre- 
ferring to cut their own wood and save 
money. To say that this seemed impro- 
per in the minds of the passengers, is a 
mild statement, but they bore it. 

" Then the fresh meat, sugar, butter, 
potatoes and almost all eatables were ex- 
hausted, except bread, bacon, beans and 
salt horse, which latter contained more 
salt than horse. This indigestible state 
of affairs continued throughout the en- 
tire trip, broken once or twice by a silver 
lining when a provident scow was run 
down. In fact everything run short, ex- 
cept whiskey, and even that became ex- 
ceedingly tame, owing to too close proxi- 
mity to the cooling waters of the Yukon. 

" A iiiiiu, d'sgust changed to a harsher 
mien, and gentle toilPS to bold profanity 
which was not in the ledsv le§?«gd by 
a delay of three days at Rink Rapids, 
where they went on a prospecting tour 
to discover a channel over four feet in 
depth. This was finally found on the 
right side coming up stream, lines were 
put out and the boat driven over. A 
small hole was put in her bottom by a 
rock, this being all the damage she sus- 
tained. 

" Five Finger rapids was comparative- 
ly easy of passage. After finding all the 
possible bars, backing and filling, eut- 
tiug cordwood, listening to the blandish- 
ing overtures of the owners, who even 
condescended to pass around the •hootch' 
bottle, after n wood carnival, and having 
a heart full of disgust, out of tobacco, 
tortured by inconveniences they were fin- 
ally landed one mile below White Horse, 
eighteen davs out from Dawson with a 
board bill of $81 to settle besides the 
$100 fare. One must needs be wealthy, 
as well as a man of forebearance and 
fortitude to stand such high-handed en- 
croachment on mind, stomach and pocket 
book. 

" The most shameful occurrence aboard 
the boat was in connection with the 
death of a young man from Pennsylvaia 
who was covalesing from typhoid fever 
when leaving Dawson. Before reaching 
Selkirk he caught cold, took a relapse, in 
a few davs died and was buried at one of 
the police stations en route. The owners 
who were aboard put him in a cold 
room on the upper deck, and there their 
care ceased. Some of the passengers did 
their best, and two were chosen to care 
for him. but in spite of all endeavor he 
passed away."

THE BOWMAN APPEAL. 

County Court Dismisses the Appeal 
Taken From the Magistrate's 
Decision. 

The appeal of W. O. Bowman from the 
decision of the police magistrate lining 
him $50 for a breach of the Road by-law 
w'ns dismissed by Mr. Justice Martin 
yesterday. The preliminary points rais- 
ed by Mr. Bradbnrn for the defence were 
dismissed some little time ngo and yes- 
terday the question debated was mainly 
on the objection by Mr. Frank Higgins 
for the Canadian Wheelmen's Associa- 
tion that Mr. Bowman having pleaded 
guilty before the magistrate he could not 
now appeal, nor could he withdraw bis 
plea of guilty so that there might, be 
a rehearing. 

The defence urged that, the fine was 
excessive and that in reality the magis- 
trate based his decision not on the fact 
that: Mr. Bowman was on the wrong 
side of the road, thus crowding the prose- 
cutor. Mr. Dallain and liis bicycle, but 
that after Mr. Bowman had pleaded 
guilty the magistrate had taken evidence 
as to previous occurrences and had in 
reality imposed the full penalty for :nn 
licious injury to property instead of the 
offence charged. 

Mr. Higgins said thai the statements 
as to the previous occurrences were 
merely taken by the magistrate to enable 
him to arrive at a conclusion as to the 
extent of the fine be would impose and 
the amount of $50 was within the dis- 
cretion of the magistrate. 

Mr. Justice Martin in giving judg- 
ment against Bowman said he could not 
allow the defence to withdraw the ap- 
peal of guilty anil allow the case to be 
reheard. He dismissed the uppoul with 
costs, which he fixed at $25. 

Mr. Bradbnrn asked before judgment 
was given that the court would allow his 
client to go to gaol so that habeas cornus 
proceedings might be taken nut. The 
court however, declined to do this as out 
side the province of the anneal court, 
though at the same time Mr. .Tustic< 
Martin said he would have liked to have 
seen the points settled as to whether the 
by-law was or was not ultra vires. 

Tt seems that security was given for 
the appeal and consequently there is no 
opportunity of raising the question on 
the validity of the by-law on habeas 
Corpus proceedings. '

WIDE-OPEN NEW YORK. 

The Police Again Drawing Revenue Prom 
Vice and Law-lirenklng. 

Franklin Mathews In Harper's 'Weekly. 

New York Is wide open once more. Tam- 
many nail lias nt last secured Its "terrible 
revenge." Richard Croker and his assist- 
ants have set Iu fall operation n system 
of Tammany government, under which vice 
nourishes openly for n price. The old days 
have come again, and Tammany leaders 
are fattening their pocketbooks through 
the privilege of selling the right tc violate 
law ai.d through extortion and forced 
tribute. Darcry, Illchurd Croker's friend, 
Is chief of police. According to a mes- 
sage to the legislature from Governor 
Black, he was selected for the place "to 
repeat the Infamous practices which had 
tarnished his previous career." Duvrey 
knows the town Is wide open. Croker 
cannot help knowing It, and if Mayo Van 
Wyck does not know it a short Investiga- 
tion will prove It to him. 

Despite the safeguarding provisions of 
the Haines liquor law the saloons have 
been seined and made part of the Tamrsany 
machine; gambling la all Its forms Is 
going on and the backers are paying for 
It; scores of poolrooms are running In 
town, the most lucrative of nil the sources 
of revenue for certain Tammany leaders; 
the profit from prize fighting belong to 
other leaders, and through the police board 
a monopoly of this business goes to a 
Tammany man In Manhattan Borough and 
to certain McLaughlin followers In Brook- 
lyn Borough; the doors of dives swing 
open to throngs, especially ou Saturday 
mid Sunday nights, and for the delectation 
of their patrons a new "dance," a diabol- 
ism beside which the dance Imported from 
the southern shores of the Mediterranean 
to this country live years ngo is a model 
of virtue and propriety, has been sot to 
ISUSlC for nightly exhibition, making a 
performance B0 depraved that It would 
seem as If the lowest depths of Infamy 
in that direction had been reached; thea- 
trical performances are tolerated compared 
with which those which were condemned 
as Indecent by the courts three years ago 
would be considered refined, and the thea- 
tre as which the worst of these Is given, 
conducted by State Senator Timothy D. 
Sullivan, displays a dally and nightly In- 
sult to the entire nation by the appro- 
priation of the name of the hero of Manila 
ng Its own; the greengoods men are already 
In the suburbs and are preparing to come 
Into town ngnln; especially significant is 
that fact when the woman who was used 
iu the attempt made by the friends of 
Devrey to break down the Parkhurst case 
against him, and who, because of its 
failure, had to tlee to Chicago, has come 
back again, and almost within the shadow 
of the Tenderloin station house the doors 
of her abiding place are open once more, 
as are those of a dozen or more of oth- 
ers of her grade In life; slot machines are 
running In protected places; most Import- 
ant of nil is the fact that the police ar.> 
demoralized. 

To make sure not only that the old 
system of extortion by Tammany Is hi 
full swing again, but to obtain a list of 
prices charged, I went under proper aus- 
pices to one who, because? of his actual 
connection with the police force, knows 
whereof lie speaks, and who. If I were at 
liberty to give his name, would be recog- 
nized ns an authority by every one who 
rend the newspapers. This man. so far us 
1 know, docs not share hi any police plun- 
der—Indeed, I was sent to him because of 
that belief— but be knows all about It. This 
Is the rate of prices that he furnished. 
Poolrooms, SliOO to open, and from $100 to 
SHOO a month; gambling, from $. r >0- to $300 
or more a month, according to the size of 
the receipts; keeping open n dire, $10 to 
$50 a week; running disorderly resorts, 
$50 to $150 a month; sidling liquor from 1 
to r, a.m., the moderate charge of only $5 
a month.
